of perfectly diſſolving the lead, but likewiſe com- 


municate an inflammatory quality to the extract, very

how' much more efficaciouſly muſt it then act, when its

he beſt argument in favor of the extract of 


Saturn, made in particular parts of the ſouth of 


3 France, and againſt any other extract made 


with common vinegars, is, that the tartar of 
Languedoc has the preference in chymical 
proceſſes: ſome of which are in vain attempted 
without it. Another argument ſtill more cor- 
. roborative is, that, at Montpellier alone 
verdigreaſe can be procured, on account of the 
ſingular property of its vinegar, and for ſome 
other concurrent and unknown reaſons, which 
help to diſſolve the copper, the baſis of the 
above drug. For the ſame reaſon we may be 
induced to think that the tartarous particles 
of the wine of that country, being refined by 
its change into vinegar, may contribute more 
| efficaciouſly to diſſolve the lead, which: experi- 
ence daily proves. Common vinegars help only 
to divide it in part, ſome of Languedoc pro- 
perly choſen diſſolve it ſo thoroughly, that 
without any ſediment it preſerves its weight; 
.. a certain proof that it incorporates itſelf more 


with this ſpecies of vinegar, which no doubt 
muſt render it's effects more efficacious,” It is 


certainly owing to this, that the medicine 
we ſpeak of poſſeſſes a cooling, diſperſing, re- 
ſolving quality, and by no means a repellant 
one, as has been hinted by certain people. 
This requires an explanation, which will be

When the lead is divided only, it's parts 
are too groſs and ponderous to remain ſuſ- 
pended i in the vegetable liquid its vehicle; 
cdhis cauſes it to ſubſide: on ſhaking the bottle, 
they again incorporate with the liquid, with- 


out ſuffering a diminution of their volume: 
this volume by preventingthem from penetrat- 
ing to the veſſels tho? the pores of the ſkin, 
cCauſes them to remain in the tiſſue of thoſe parts, 
and, by ſtopping up the paſſages of perſpirati- 
on, gives riſe to what is generally termed re- 

pulfion. But, when the metal is ſo far diſſolved, 
as always to remain ſuſpended in the vegetable 
liquid, its parts are ſo fine and fo far attenuat- 
ed, as not to be diſcernable thro? the moſt per- 
fect microſcope ; they then eafily penetrate 
the pores of the kin, follow the courſe of the 
perſpiratory veſſels, and put in motion the 
inſpiſſated and ſtagnated fluids, which they 
again return to the road of circulation. When 
the metallic particles act thus, the aquatic 
vehicles, with which they are combined, 
looſen the ſkin, which was before in a ſtate of 
too great tenſion, whilſt the ſpiritous ones re- 
ſtore to the veſſels that elaſticity, of which they 
had been deprived. Thus a reſolution of the hu- 
- mours is effected by means of tranſpiration

tives, for critical diſcharges, as by abating their

The compariſon made between the ex-

there is not a ſufficiency of water to diſſolve 


the whole quantity collected: the remainder 
of the water contains in diſſolution, a ſmall 
quantity of this vitriol of lead; In He, if you 
add to the precipitate a large- quantity -of 
boiling water, the diſſolution is perfect; which. 


proves, that this- precipitate is a ſaline fub- _ 
ſtance.” From this argument, founded on

I will be proper firſt to purify it well, When 
the extract is thrown into improper water, it 
whitens it only for a time, and then falls to 
the bottom, without being able to mix per- 
fectly with it afreſh ;_ this water becomes 
curdled, and like ſour milk; and in this ſtate 
it is by no means to be made uſe of, as not at 
all likely to anſwer our expectations. To this 
we may aſcribe the want of ſucceſs, which 
ſerves to prejudice many againſt the remedy, 
and to pleaſe others, who are by no means its 


friends, for want of being better acquainted 


with it. When proper water cannot be pro- 
cured, care muſt be taken to diſtil others, if 
opportunity ſerves. This may be eaſily done 
with the common alembic, taking care to 
throw away ſome. pints of the firſt diſtilled, 
as it is frequently liable to be foul,. by the 
uncleaneſs of the head of the till : you muſt 
likewiſe take care to leave about a quarter 
of it in the ſtill, before you have finiſhed' 
your proceſs, to prevent the rifing of any of 
its heterogeneous particles. But in caſe of 
neceſſity, where proper water is not to be

care to boil and filter it thro paper which is 
not ſtiffened, till ſome of the beſt water can 
be procured “.

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V. Nothing is of greater conſequence in pre- 
ſeriptions, than the aſcertaining the juſt propor- 
tion remedies of this kind bear to each other: 


I think the author has rather neglected this 
in regard to his. Looking upon it himſelf as 
a topical one only, he has been little anxious 


about the quantities uſed in lotions, poultices, 
&c. for common caſes ; nor is it indeed v 


material, but when particular caſes occur ; 


fuch as inflammations of the eyes, ears, throat, 
and' of other parts endowed with no lefs a de- 
gree of ſenſibility. The author ſeems to have 


are apt to diſorder the ftomach;- and give riſe to ftony 
coneretions in the kidneys and other urinary paſſages, 
eſpecially if they meet with any ſlimy matter. The on- 
ly means of preventing this is by diſtillation, which 


will ſeparate, even from the pureſt water, ſome hetero- 


geneous ſubſtances; but this muſt be effected in bal« 
neo marie, with: alembics either of earth or glaſs, 
taking care always to throw away the two or three 
firſt pints, that paſs into the receiver, to avoid certain 
heterogeneous. and volatile ſubſtances, which riſe: by 
diflillation, with the firft portions of water. Von muſt 
likewiſe finiſh your operation as ſoon as two thirds of 
your water is diſtilled, becauſe what remains in the 
ſtill, muſt be impregnated more or leſs with noxious 
prey, which the water might imbibe, was 

o continue your proceſs any longer. The water thus 
diflilled muſt be put into bottles well waſhed, and 
rinſed with the above diſtilled water, Theſe bottles 
muſt be ſtopped with a glaſs ſtopple. If the water has 
been well diſtilled, it will preſerve its limpidity, after 
you have poured into it ſome drops of the ſolution of 
mercury by ſpirit of nitre, This experiment muſt be 
made upon a {mall quantity of the diftilled water. 
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miſtaken. the quantity of extract proper * 
the occaſion. ſee page 204. where he ſays,

Nothing can be aſcertained by a. glaſs o 

water, à coffee ſpoonfull, or drops. Theſe 
meaſures contain more or leſs aecording to the- 
different places they are uſed in; and drops may 
vary according to the confiſtence. of the ex- 
tract. As all meaſures then vary, and even 
in the ſame country, care muſt be taken, 
where. it is poſſible, to make uſe of weights, 
and to reduce foreign ones to thoſe of the 
country we live in. The author himſelf has 
followed the weights and meaſures of the

I cannot help 
remarking here, that the origin of different 
weights, aroſe from the ancient cuſtom of re- 


gulating them by that of a barley corn, which 


ſerved as a ſtandard: for all the reſt, by-mul- 


tiplying them into carats, ſcruples, drachms, 


ounces, pounds, &c; but, as it neceſſarily hap- 


pened, that the barley corns, made uſe of in 


different 
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_ different countries, weighed more or leſs on 

account of their fize, moiſture, or dryneſs, 

it gave riſe to the difference of weights, and 

made it difficult to aſcertain preciſely thoſe of 
different countries. It is much to be wiſhed 

that the different powers of Europe would 

come to a general regulation of weights, it 
would be a change of much greater import- 
ance to trade than that of the old ſtile, which 

all nations have not adopted, though there are 
none who would not find their account in 

having a general or univerſal ſtandard for mea- 

ſure and weight. | 

But let us now return to the method of 
preſcribing the extract of Saturn, and again

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contrary, the quantity ought to be diminiſhed 
confiderably, So that I would recommend, 
in inflammations of the eyes, to put only two 
drops of the extract to every ounce of water, 
and the ſame proportion to be obſerved in all 
caſes, where the ſenſibility of the part is equal - 
ly delicate, eſpecially ſince Mr. Goulard has 
brought his extract to ſo great a degree of 
perfection. e eee 
The method of counting the drops is to 
have a cork bored from end to end, through 
which paſs a tube about the fize of a ſmall 
_ quill commonly called a pinion ; this quill 
muſt be cut off at both ends, like the obtuſe 
end of a tooth-pick ; and of the two extremi- 
ties of the tube thus cut, one enters into the 
bottle, and the other remains on the outſide / 
of the cork. By inclining the bottle dowWn- 
_ wards and putting the . of the fore · finger 
upon the aperture of the tube you may let 
the drops fall at pleaſure, one after the other. 
Mr. Goulard does not recommend his po- 
matum inopthalmies, and I think with great 22 
reaſon; greaſy and oleagenous ſubſtances are

The many different 
forms I have given this medicine, render it 
very proper for a variety of external com- 
plaints. I ſhould with difficulty have ad-

Thus in regard to the external parts, no- 
thing is ſo common as inſlammatiens of the 
{kin, fat, glands, muſcles,, membranes, t n- 
dons, aponcuroſes, and of all the orgays 
which fall under the ſenſe. 
The inflammatory ſtate is often accompa- 
nied with very mild fymptoms; but, en the 
0 do 
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contrary, frequently with violent ones. This 
difference in the violence of the ſymptoms 
merits all the attention of the practitioner, 

ſeeing it is principally upon that he ought to 
_ eſtabliſh his prognoſtic and plan of cure. 

What general diſorder are not the principal 
Economical and animal functions thrown in- 
to by an inflammation of an aponeuroſis, or 
of a tendon ? Nay, convulſions, faintings, 
even death itſelf, are but too often the fatal 
conſequences. What is not to be appre- 
hended from an inflammation which tends to 
a mortification; eſpecially if deeply lodged 
in the internal parts, or attacks a bad fubjeCt? 

Theſe conſiderations and a thouſand others, 
of which it is not my intention to give a de- 
tail in this work, ought to make the ſurgeon 
fenſible, how very neceſſary it is for him to 
be well acquainted with the remedies that 
are proper for the ſubduing of inflammations. 
Theſe very remedies are in every one's 
hands, and the moſt ignorant may bluſh not 
'to be acquainted with them. But do they 
de ſerve thoſe praiſes, and that degree of con- 
fiddence, which is beſtowed upon them? This 
is a queſtion, which their effects alone can 
e „ 5 
Now it is very certain, and univerſally ac- 
knowledged by men of ſenſe, that the effect 
-of the external applications uſually preſcribed 
for inflammations, often diſappoint our ex- 
pectation. Sometimes they conſiſt of olea- 
ginous and greaſy ſubſtances, which ſtuſf "P 
985 8 , 
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the pores of the inflamed. part, and increaſe 
the ſymptoms by augmenting the volume of 
the ſtagnated fluids : At other times they 
conſiſt of emollient and mucilaginous parts, 
which conveying a great quantity of moiſture, 
very much relax the texture of the veſſels, 
and diſable them from getting clear of the 
redundancy of blood. Sometimes theſe ap- 
plications PS owerful aſtringent particles 
in their compoſition, which. repel the inflam- 
matory matter, and throw it upon the or- 
gans neceſſary for life: At other times theſe 
compoſitions are very active and irritative, 
and contract the veſſels fo powerfully, as to 
prevent them from recovering their tone; by 
which all motion in the inflamed part be- 
comes totally interrupted. No one need 
then be ſurpriſed, after ſuch applications, if 
all the ſymptoms are encreaſed inſtead of be- 
ing diminiſhed. Nothing but blind preju- 
dice can conceal from us the inconveniences 
and dangers attending the application of 
them; and humanity itſelf is ſufficient to 
deter us from the farther uſe of them, at 
e d 

We conſtantly avoid theſe different rocks, 
by making uſe of the extract of Saturn. A 
conſiderable number of obſervations, made 

during my practice of theſe twenty years 

paſt, have convinced me that this medicine is

The firſt thing to be obſerved in the ex- 
tract of Saturn, are the leaden particles ſuſ- 
pended in the liquid; which is the conſe- 
quence of the ebullition of the litharge with 
the vinegar. Theſe partieles are ſo formed, 
as to be capable of entering the pores of the 
Kin, and the orifices of the ſmalleſt veſſels: 
upon theſe they act by their weight and vo- 
lume, and diſperſe the humours which choak 
the inflamed veſſels, augment their motion, 
and bring them back to the courſe of 
circulation. This particular action of the 
1 of the lead is aſſiſted by that of the 
quid, which is its vehicle. This liquid has 
not only the property of ſoftening and atte- 
nuating the viſcid humours which choak BY 
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the inflamed veſſels, but likewiſe (notwith- 
ſtanding the ebullition) encreaſing the ſpring 
of theſe veſſels, without irritating them. 
The conſequence of this is, a reſolution of 
the inflamed part, a ceſſation of the pain, and 
other inflammatory ſymptoms: All this, I ſay, 
is effected by the extract of Saturn alone; 
the efficacy of which, in theſe diſorders, may 
be looked upon as a maxim in furgery. 
This metallic remedy acts in the fame 
manner againſt all obſtructions in the lym- 
phatic veſſels, cutaneous diſorders, and ſchir- 
rhous tumours : This I hope to prove in my 
Obſervations. © ed Polaaag chats 0b] 

From hence it appears of what impor- 
tance it muſt be, to change the opinion of 
thoſe who look upon the preparations of Lead 
to be dangerous: It is an erroneous preju- 
dice, which deſerves the greateſt attention 
from the practitioner. I do nor deſpair of 
their thinking even as I do, if 5 bu give 
themſelves the trouble of reading this work. 

1 cannot too much exclaim againſt the 
practice of thoſe who employ emollient and 
relaxing fomentations in the treatment of 
external inflammations. It is true, theſe re- 
medies are often ſtrongly recommended by 

actitioners, and many chirurgical writers; 
it neither the one nor the other can deny 
that the uſe of theſe applications has been 


often followed by the moſt fatal diſaſters. 

A ſurgeon, in ſome degree of reputa- 
tion, who is a great partizan of emollient 
n decoctions, 
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decoctions, conſumed ſo great a quantity of 
mallows and other emollient plants, in a cam- 

ign of three months only, that he ex- 
baulted the whole country where the French 
army was encamped: the inconvenience which 
reſulted from this, was a production of worms 
in almoſt all the gun- hot wounds, which he 
ought to have ſtimulated and recalled to life, 
inſtead of accelerating the mortification by 
emollients. This fact, which makes no apo- 
logy for emollient and relaxing medicines, was 
atteſted to me by many of the profeſſion, who 
attended the army at that tine. 

I cannot then help being ſurpriſed. that 
this error is not corrected; particularly as 
the art of ſurgery has been ſo much im- 
proved of late years, and ſo few of the faculty 
can poſſibly be ignorant of the bad effect of 
emollients. How is it poſſible toreconcile the 
action of theſe medicines with the idea every 
one muſt form to himſelf of the nature of in- 
flammation? Is it not, on the contrary, very 
certain that, by this kind of application, we 
relax more and more the tumefied veſſels? 
that we render them by this means ſuſcepti- 
ble of a ſtill greater diſtenſion, and actually 
contribute to the evil terminations of inflam- 
matory diſorders? By their uſe the heat of 
ſuppuration is augmented ; a gangrene and 
corruption of the parts brought on; and ſel- 
dom, very ſeldom, is the tumour ſeen to diſ- 
perſe, which ought to be the principal aim 
of the practitioner, and which can often. be. 

; j%Cͥͤ ĩ5?Außuu 
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effected by this metallic remedy only. Of this, 
many of the faculty are as well convinced as 
myſelf; and I make no doubt, but all thofe 
who will give themſelves the trouble to read 
the Obſervations which conſtitute a great part 
of the preſent work, and apply them pro- 
perly, will eaſily admit that this remedy 
ought to be preferred to all others, in the 
treatment of an external inflammation, whe- 
ther it be recent or of a long ſtanding, ſimple 
or complicated, benign or malignant; in

I muſt now anticipate an objection, which 
will undoubtedly be made to me; and that is, 
after having condemned the uſe of emol- 


Vents, I ſtill mix them up with my own. re- 


medy. But it is to be remarked, that a pro- 
per mixture is often very neceffary, which 
the moſt ſucceſsful experiments have ſuffi- 
ciently proved: This fact, 1 believe, will be 
acknowledged by thoſe who will read my Ob- 
ſervations. Bur, among emollients, the one 
J moſtly prefer is the crumbs of bread ; for 
it only relaxes the part as far as is neceſſary 
to facilitate the paſlage of the particles of the 
Lead into the tumefied veſitls, without par- 
taking of the bad qualities of oleaginous and 
greaſy medicines, which ought always to be 
laid aſide in inflammatory caſes, © * © 
Before we enter into a detail of the different 
ſpecies of inflammation, to which my reme 

is applicable, I cannot help complaining 
1 345, | loudly 
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loudly againſt the imputation of the repulſive 
power that has been attributed to Lead and 
its preparations. I know how much the 
error has been propagated, and that it has 
been ſupported for ages by the moſt reſpect- 
able authorities; but truth has unlimited 
rights, which ought to have the preference 
to all authorities, eſpecially in queſtions that 
relate to facts, which experience alone can 
determine. Upon this principle, I will not 
ſtop at the crowd of chirurgicat writers, who 
have attributed this repercuſſive quality to 
Lead; but, among the reſt, there is one 
whoſe name alone may give weight to the er- 
ror, againſt which I contend. The author I 
ſpeak of is Mr. Queſnay, who, in his Treatiſe 
on. Suppuration, has placed the preparations 
of Lead among the number of repelling me- 
dicines. He relates many obſervations, which 
me that litharge, white lead, &c. have 
been employed, with very 4; ſucceſs, in 
different inflammations. Mr. Queſnay, in 
theſe. caſes which he has related, makes no 
doubt of their having acted by repercuſſion : 
but this can by no means be proved by his 
own caſes. For, firſt, as he did not employ 
theſe remedies ſolely, but mixed them up with 
other compoſitions, ſo it does not follow that 
the preparations of Lead have a repelling 
quality, from the cure having been operated. 
by repercuſſion. Again, who knows but the 
Prejudices of the gentlemen who made the 
obſervations quoted by Mr. Queſnay, _ 
| ave 
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have concealed from them the true manner in 
which the medicine uſually acted, and have 
induced them to attribute to repercuſſion ef- 
fects which did not proceed from it? But let 
that be as it will, I can proteſt, upon the 
foundation of an experience that never de- 
ceived me, that repelling power attri- 
buted to Lead and its preparations, is one of 
the greateſt errors that have ſlipt into the 
practice of ſurgery, and one of thoſe in which 
it behoves practitioners moſtly to be unde- 
cen iis ho A i do | 

Among the different inflammations that 
have fallen within my practice, that of the 


_ eriſipelas, or St. Anthony's fire, has been the 


moſt frequent. This diſeaſe makes advances, 
which not only proceed from the cauſe which 


| E it, and the part that is affected, 


ut alſo from the remedies commonly made 
uſe of to ſubdue it. * | 
Among eriſipelatous inflammations, fuch 
as tend to a phlegmon, or gangrene, may be 
moſt eaſily diſtinguiſned, being limited to a 
certain extent in the ſæin: Theſe require the 
greateſt attention and expedition in the treat- 


ment, if we wiſh to ſcreen the parts affected 


from the terrible danger which threatens 
them. H 55 
Confirmed by the ſucceſs which has often 


attended the uſe of my metallic remedy, I 


have applied it in every kind of eriſipelas; 
and my method has been followed by many 
other practitioners, who have been ſurprized 

at 
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at the celerity of its good effects; confeſſing, 
that they had till then been miſtaken; and 
blaming thoſe who abſtained, in ſimilar cafes, 
from uſing this medicine, for fear of making 
the inflammatory matter flow back into the 
maſs of blood. This fear, which the ene- 
mies of the extract of Saturn induſtriouſly 
propagated, gave them a pretence for not 
abandoning their old opinions, which are cer-

tainly as chimerical as their reaſonings on the 


actions of emollients. 

Our remedy (the reſolving powers of 
which no one can diſpute) has this peculiar 
advantage, That, if it does not always procure 
a diſperſion of certain inflammations, which 


it generally does, it much diminiſhes the heat 
of ſuppurations, which is often to be dreaded; 
above all, in ſuch eriſipelas's as are produced 


by putrid cauſes, as experience proves, and 


has been well remarked by Mr. Queſnay. 


Every one knows, that the termination of 
fiery inflammations by reſolution, is always 
moſt deſirable ; for, in ſuch caſes, a ſuppura- 
tion is often attended with ſuch fatal fymp- 
toms, that a gangrene, which has always been 


conſidered by practitioners as the moſt dan- 


gerous iſſue of inflammations, is often more 
tractable, than obſtinate, bleeding ulcers, in- 
to Which an eriſipelas, that ſuppurates, or- 
dinarily degenerates. Now the medicine 
which we make uſe of in ſubduing fiery tu- 
mours, conſtantly favours a diſperſion; and 
thus ſcreens thoſe, who are afflicted _

which we have juſt mentioned. e 

But it would be reſtraining the extract of 
Saturn to very narrow limits, to confine 
its action to eriſipelatous imflammations 
only: It acts with no leſs efficacy in phleg- 
monous ones, how painful ſoever or violent 


in their ſymptoms; in boils; in inflamma- 


tions attended with great heat; in whit- 
loes; in inflammations of the glands un- 


der and behind the ear, whether they are 
the ſymptoms of a diſeaſe, or conſtitute the 


diſeaſe itſelf; in quinſies; in ophthalmies; 


in a word, in all external affections that 
partake more or leſs of the inflammatory

11. Red, painful tumours, attended. with- 
a pulſation and burning heat, called phleg- 


mons, often put the patient in imminent 


danger. Some of theſe are ſeated in very 
ſenſible. parts, and accompanied with cruel 
pains, delirium, ſharp fever, and other alarm- 
ing ſymptoms. Others principally attack the 
fat, and are followed by a ſuppuration, which is 


not eaſily removed. Others, again, are formed 


upon certain delicate organs, and from thence 
acquire a greater degree of malignancy; as 
upon the globe of the eye, or. its adjacent 
parts, &c. In general, theſe phlegmonous 
inflammations hurry to a period, generally 


terminate in ſuppuration, ſometimes in a hard 


tumour, and at other times in a mortification.

know how proper it is to calm the pains, to

2. Our application is not leſs ſucceſsful in 
malignant boils, deeply ſeated in the fat, 
and which often reſiſt the action of other 
medicines. The particles of lead, by their 
ſuppleneſs and tenuity, not only enter 
the httle cells or glands which theſe boils 
attack, and attenuate the viſcous matter 
lodged therein, but alſo the little veſſels 
which communicate moiſture to theſe folli- 
culous and glandulous cavities, and give mo- 
tion to the inſpiſſated blood which cauſed the 
obſtruction.

3. Though I have had no opportunity of 
applying my remedy in Carbuncles, I make

' whitloe ; I will confine myſelf toobſerve, that 


the greater or lels violence of the heat, pain, 

and other ſymptoms, an aſſemblage of which 
characteriſes the diſeaſe, depends entirely 
upon the different parts of the finger wherein 
they are ſeated. It is upon this variety that 

the diviſion of the whitloe into different kinds 
is founded. The firſt is confined to the ſkin 
and fat, and is the mildeſt of all; though 
ſometimes indeed it happens, that by the in- 
flammation and ſuppuration of the fat, which 
is found at the extremity of the fingers, we 
ſee the patient run great riſks ; for this in- 
flammation continuing on to their baſis, and 
paſſing through different channels of the in- 
ternal part of the metacarpus, brings a con- 
ſiderable tumour over the whole hand, which 
is penetrated in various directions by the pu- 
rulent matter: It is principally in — 5 
that are neglected or ill · treated, in which 
theſe fatal conſequences are obſerved. The 
ſecond kind is ſeated in the nervous in- 


volucra belonging to the flexor muſcles 


of the fingers, and is attended with the 
moſt cruel pains, which are communicated 
to the adjoining fingers, hand, and even 
the arm itſelf; the heat is fo great as to be- 
come ſometimes inſupportable: one may have 
ſeen patients tortured in this manner beg to 
have the finger cut off, not being able to 
bear the intenſe pain, To theſe ſymptoms is

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other alarming circumſtances, which an- 


- nounce the general diſorder of all the func- 


tions. Sometimes this ſecond ſpecies of 
whitloe terminates in ſudden death, cauſed 
by the violence of the inflammation, or, in 
a more lingering one, the effect of a ſuppu- 


ration, penetrating in various directions along 


the hand, wriſt, and arm, where it forms 
matter, and brings on a train of a thouſand 
mortal ſymptoms. The perioſteum, inflamed 
and ſuppurated, conſtitutes the third kind of 
whitloe, in which the pains are very acute, 
and deeply ſeated. This is alſo attended 
with a violent fever, want of ſleep, deli- 
rium, and many other ſymptoms, which are 
commonly produced by the ſame cauſe as in- 
tenſe pain ; the patient often falls into faint- 
ing-fits, and a caries of the bones is much 
to be apprehended from the third kind. The 
whitloe, which 1s ſeated under the nail, 
often ariſes from the puncture of a thorn, a 
needle, or any ſharp-pointed body, which 
paſſes between the nail and the fleſh. The 
1mmobility of the joints, which too fre- 
quently follows the ſecond and third ſpe- 
cies of whitloe, proceeds from the deſtruc- 
tion of the tendons and ligaments which tie 
the articulations together: This takes its riſe 


vg ſuppuration, gangrene, and often from 
oth. 


From what has been already ſaid, it is evi- 


dent how important it muſt be to apply the 


moſt expeditious and efficacious remedies to 
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whitloes, both to calm the violence of the 
ſymptoms, and prevent the dangerous eonſe- 
quences. I ſhould be ſorry to recommend 
the extract of Saturn, as the only agent to 

which we may have recourſe in all theſe caſes; 
but I can confidently affirm, that this appli- 
cation has generally proved [ſucceſsful in 
theſe inflammations, when the common ones 
have often been very detrimental. I call to 
witneſs my collegues, who are inclined-to 
ſpeak truth; and demand of them, whether 
they have not found, by experience, that the 
emollient applications generally made uſe of 
in whitloes, ſo far from procuring a reſolu- 
tion, have not daily encreaſed the heat and 
other ſymptoms? The ſucceſs of our metal.

5. The puncture of a tendon and aponeu- 
rolis deſerves the greateſt attention of the 
practitioner. It is almoſt incredible how 4 
ſolution of continuity fo ſlight; and often im- 
perceptible, ſhould excite the ſharpeſt fever; 
occaſion the moſt violent inflammatory ſymp- 
toms, and many other alarming” accidents; 
ſuch, for example, as attend blood - letting, 
when the aponeuroſis of the biceps has been 
punctured, or any other injury which is of- 
tered to the tendinous and aponeurotic parts 
of our body. In all theſe circumſtances, 1 
eto.

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have ſeen the vegeto- mineral water, and poul- 

tices, made of the ſaid water, perform won- 
ders : an eye · witneſs only could have given 
ctedit to what I relate; and all theſe cures 
far exceed ſuch as are performed by the 
common method of praftice..

6. Inflammatory tumours of the glands 
below the gat, frequently occur in practice: 
they ſometimes ariſe independent of any pre- 
ceding complaint, but are often the conſe- 
quences of putrid fevers, of which they are 
ſometimes a criſis, and ſometimes only a 
ſymptom, but almoſt always diſpoſed to be 
{chirrhous. How many times, by the uſe of 
improper applications to theſe glands, have 
we not ſeen the matter repelled upon the 
brain, lungs, or ſome other internal organ, 
and produce mortal ſymptoms? The extract 
of Saturn is an excellent reſource, and may 
be made uſe of either to diſperſe theſe tu- 
mours, when poſſible and expedient ſo to 
do, or;td diminiſh the ſuppuration, and make 
it more laudable. The extract is equally 
ſugceſsful againſt inflammations of the max - 
illary glands, or thoſe. of the necæx. 

5. Although I did not propoſe mentioning 
internal inflammations in this work, yet 1 
cannot overlook the quinſey; a diſorder which 
is well known to ſeize the external and inter- 
nal parts of the throat. The horrid conſe- 
quences attending this inflammation, often 
put the | patient's life in imminent danger.

In the Medicinal Journal of June 1758, 
there is an intereſting letter, addreſſed to 
Mr. Vaudermonde by Mr. Boucher, a cele- 
brated phyſician, of Liſle in Flanders, who, 
after having unſucceſsfully tried all kinds of 
medicines to ſubdue a putrid quinſey, which 
depopulated the environs of that city, deter- 
mined at laſt to make uſe of the ſalt of Lead 
in one of theſe caſes, which he had under his 
inſpection. The mortified cruſts had ſo far 
prevailed, as to cover a great part of the 
tonſils, and the anterior pillars of, their parti- 
tion. To this end, he mixed four- and- twenty 
grains of the ſalt of Lead in two ounces of 
plantain-water, with which he touched the 
cruſts five or ſix, times a- day, with a pencil 
made of lint. This remedy, ſays Mr. Bou- 
cher, not only prevented the diſeaſe from gain- 
ing ground, but the ulcers were daily obſerved 
to contract, and the eighth day conſolidated;

But, leaving the experiments of others, to 
keep to thoſe which are our own, we can ad- 
vance that, upon innumerable occaſions, the 
vegeto- mineral water has appeared, to us a 
ſpecific againſt inflammations of the throat, 
fluxions on the ſame, part, irritations and ul- 
cers ſeated in the mouth, from whatever cauſe 


they proceed. e 
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It is alſo difficult to expreſs with what ſuc- 
ceſs the preparations of Lead are uſed in 
thoſe accidents which Mercury ſometimes 
produces in the mouth and neighbouring 
parts. 'The Venereal Military Hoſpital fur- 
niſhes us every day with obſervations which 
the moſt incredulous cannot help believing. 
8. It now remains for us to ſpeak of the 
inflammation of the eyes, known by the 
name of Opthalmia. This diſeaſe requires to 
be treated with the greater attention, as it at- 
tacks'a very delicate organ, upon which cer- 


tain applications, very proper for other parts, 


make the. moſt hurrful. impreſſions. Theſe 
opthalmies are often very. inveterate, and 
obſtinately refiſt the applications which are 
generally made uſe of for ſubduing them. I 
then the common method of treating them is 
often unſuccefsful, and even injurious, why 
not have recourſe to a remedy which expe- 
rience proves infallible, however conſiderable 
and inveterate the opthalmia may be? This 
remedy is no other than the extract of Saturn;

in their texture, endowed. with a greater or 
leſs degree of ſenſibility, . bear equally. the 
action of our metallic remedy. /. 
But not to enter into theoretical diſcuſſions, - 
we will begin to. fulfil, our former engage- 
ments; and give an account of ſuch obſer; 
vations as we have made ourſelves, or have

THE diſeaſes of which I now propoſe to 
& ſpeak, are very common; 9 in 
the army; for the preſervation of which I am 
obliged, by my ſtation, to be particularly in- 
tereſted ; and to this end I principally com- 
poſed this work. Now as theſe diſorders con- 
tinually happen, ſo ought we to be continu- 
ally employed in finding out remedies proper 
for ſubduing them. But leſt ſo many dif- 
ferent ſubjects ſhould! not be clearly under- 
ſtood, by giving a detail of them in one 
Chapter, I ſhall divide it into three Sections. 

The firſt ſhall treat of Contuſions, the ſecond 
of Burns, and the third of Gun-ſhot Wounds. 


| SECTION I. 
CONTUSIONS, which pathologiſts 


rank among the ſolutions of continuity of the 
ſoft parts, are external injuries, occaſioned by 
the action of an obtuſe body, which ſtrikes 
or ſqueezes more or leſs violently any ſoft part 
of our frame; or hy a ſimilar action of the

part againſt this body, whether the contuſion 
is followed by a hemorrhage, or whether 

the blood is ſimply ſtagnated in the part 
contuſed. 1 e 
The following eſſential differences are to 
be remarked: 1. The veſſels of the part con- 
tuſed ſometimes remain entire, though they 
have loſt their tone; from whence ariſe 
ſwelling and diſtenſion. 2. At other times, 
when the action or blow has been more con- 
ſiderable, or ſome ſmall blood-veſſels are 
ruptured, che blood appears extravaſated un- 
der the ſkin; from thence proceeds an echy- 
mois, or extravaſation of blood. 3. The third 
ſpecies of contuſion is attended witha rupture 
of more conſiderable blood-veſſels, a great 
effuſion of blood, and often without an ex- 
ternal wound. 4. In fine, the veſſels may be 
burſt, the fleſh lacerated or tore; and this is .. 
the caſe of contuſed wounds, 1 
The two firſt ſpecies of contuſions are ge- 
nerally cured by reſolution; the third often 
terminates in ſuppuration; as does likewiſe 
the fourth, which ſometimes ends in a gan- 
grene. | 

The fatal effects of contuſions are more 
frequent than is commonly apprehended. 
When they are large and deep, they often 
degenerate into ſordid ulcers, which are diffi- 
cult to cure. When they lie over Aconſi- 
derable artery, they give riſe to an aneuriſm 
or ſwelling therein, which may ſhew irſelf 
ſome time after. Cancerous tumours too 
by D 2 frequently 
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frequently follow contuſions of glandular 
parts.z for example, of the breaſt: a contu- 
ſion which injures the perioſteum often in- 
duces a caries : contuſed nerves occaſion pal- 


* flies: what dangerous ſymptoms have been 


obſerved to follow contuſions upon the dead, 


breaſt, and lower belly? 


But to confine ourſelves to ſuch as only 
affect the external parts, we know ſome to 
be ſlight, and eaſily cured ; while others are 
atrended with diſtreſſing and dangerous ſymp- 
toms. In both the one and the other, there 
is no application whoſe effect is ſo ſure and 


expeditious as the vegeto-mineral water 


warmed, and applied by compreſſes to the 
part affected ; taking care to moiſten them 


from time to time. When the parts are la- 


cerated, the wound is to be dreſſed with the

SECTION u. 


THE name of Burn is given to the 
change of the human body, which follows 
the application of fire. This change conſiſts 
in the ſudden deſtruction of the a 15. 
5 urne 
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burned part, and in the extravaſation, coa- 
gulation, and diſſipation of the humours. 

Burns are not only effected by contact with 
real fire, as that of a flaming hot ceal, bur 
alſo by contact of ſubſtances ſolid or Auid; 
which contain a great quantity of fiery parti- 
cles; ſuch, for example, as hot iron, boiling 
oil, water, gunpowder, Kc. 

The ſymptoms of burns are reduced nearly 
to thoſe of inflammation ; but a great diffe- 
rence 1s to be obſerved in their degree, 


1. Sometimes the action of the fire does 


not reach deeper than the cuticle, and mu- 
cous ſubſtance below. In theſe flight burns, 
a number of bliſters ariſe on the part, be- 
come red, and occaſion an itching ſenſation; 
and by the ſeparation of the epidermis from 
the ſkin, the extremities of the nerves are 
left naked. Pain now commences, and of- 
ten with ſome degree of intenſeneſs; but all 
theſe ſymptoms vanith in a ſhort time, and 
Nature effects a cure by rEmenrInNg the out- 
ward ſkin, 
2. A burn becomes more conſiderable, * 
the action of the fire has penetrated to the 
ſkin and fat; for then heat and pain are highly 
encreaſed, together with a dryneſs and hard- 
neſs of the burned part, which is immedi- 
ately covered with little veſſels, filled with a 
N humour. | 
In the moſt violent burns, not only the 
epi the ſkin, and fat, are deſtroyed. 
but the membranes, muſcles, veſſels, and 
D 5 . 
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even the bones themſelves are conſumed ;: 
and in the place of the live parts, there re- 


mains a black inſenſible ſlough; in a word, 


a dead mals. 


It is eaſy to conceive, and experience ſuf- 
ficiently proves, that the effects of burns va- 
ry, according to the diverſity of cauſes. Boil- 
ing oil makes more confiderable impreſſion _ 
than boiling water. A burn from pitch or ro- 
fin is ſtill more to be feared. Red-hot iron, 
which touches gently, as it paſſes the body, 
leaves leſs traces than when it is ſtrongly ap- 
plied for a conſiderable time: aqua- fortis, 
gunpowder, different ſpecies of cauſtics pro- 
duce different burns. 

It is eſſentially neceſſary to remark the na- 
ture and extent of the parts of the body, 
which have ſuffered from fire; for it is evi- 
dent that the danger is more or leſs great, 
according to the ſtructure and uſe of the 


parts burned, and the more or leſs ſpace ſuch 


parts occupy. The temperament and con- 
ſtitution of the patient ought alſo to weigh. 
with us, in forming our opinion of thoſe diſ- 


eaſes. In general, the deeper the burn, the 
more 1s to be apprehended from it. 


The remedies againſt burns are extremely 


numerous, Every one, if I may ſo ſpeak, 


has one pecuhar to himſelf: but without 
entering into a ſuperfluous detail, I will only 
mention the admirable effects of the prepa- 
rations of Lead in burns. Before the extract 
of Saturn was known, I have ſeen able ſur- 

geons 
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geons make uſe of an ointment of Lead with 
great ſucceſs on theſe occaſions. I myſelf hat 
occaſion to uſe it, happily for Mademoiſelle 
Sybille, who had a conſiderable burn on her 
face and neck, to which one of my col- 
legues had made applications before, which 
irritated the parts fo much as to bring on a. 
violent fever: I applied the ointment of 
Lead, which inſtantaneouſly aſſuaged the 
pain, and compleated: the cure in a ſhort 
time. * . ; er N ” \ 

Our method of cure in theſe complaints is 
very ſimple; it conſiſts in the application of 
compreſſes, dipped in the vegeto-mineral 
water, on the part which is burned.. I the 
outward teguments remain unbroken, we need 
only keep the compreſſes conſtantly moiſten- 

ed with the above water; if the burn is 
deeper, if the teguments are injured, and 
there is a wound, little pieces of fine lint 
may be applied, covered with the ointment 
of which we ſhall give an account in the 
Formulæ; taking care to cover the whole 
with compreſſes dipt in the vegeto-minerałk 
water, which muſt be moiſtened from time 
to time. By this means of proceeding, the 
pains are not only immediately calmed, but 
the diſeaſe radically cured.

TIheſe few Obſervations, added to thoſe- 

which treat of Burns cauſed by gun-powder, 
in the next Chapter, may appear ſufficient to 
induce at leaſt the practitioner to try the effi- 
cacy of the extract of Saturn againſt burns:

which merit more attention than ſuch as treat 
of gun-ſhot wounds. By theſe wounds are

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The bad effects of wounds from fire arms 
may be conſidered in three different points of 
view. 1. If any part of our body is injured 
by an exploſion of powder, nothing but a 
burn will enſue, which will be more or leſs 
violent, according to the quantity of powder 
exploded, the force with which it has ſtruck 
and penetrated the parts, and the extent and 
nature of the parts burnt. 2. Balls, or any 
other body, ſent out of fire- arms, do not al- 
ways cauſe wounds, but ſometimes only con- 
tuſions, which are in general much to be 
feared, whether they are conſidered only in 
themſelves, or with reſpect to the ſhock and 
commotion, which are often communicated. 
from the contuſed part to the whole frame. 
3. The violence with which fire-arms expel. 
the ſolid bodies pent up in them, may enable 
us eaſily to comprehend, why, the wounds 
which follow them are ſo frequent. A view 
alone of theſe wounds is ſafficient to prove, 
how dangerous they are in their nature: their 
lips and ſurface are not ſmooth and uniform, 

as in thoſe made by a ſharp inſtrument, but 
the fleſhis bruiſed, unequally tore, and jagged. 
But it would detain. us from our preſent ſub- 
ject, to give a long detail of the difference, 
ſymptoms, complications, and effects of theſe 
diſeaſes. 5 7 
Now it is very certain, that nothing is leſs 
fixed, or more undecided, than the methods 
which have been and are now uſed in the 
treatment of gun-ſhot wounds, Some, as 
Went - - | Mr. 


 CONTUSIONS, BURNS; &c; 63 
Mr. Ranby, an Engliſh ſurgeon, recommend: 
ſoftening with. oil the firſt dreſſing; others, 
which is much the ſame, uſe emollient ca- 
taplaſms. This is the general method, when 
they are attended with inflammation. Some 
make uſe of aromatic wine, when there is a. 
contuſion- and tumour : a practice which ſuf- 
ficiently agrees with the indication which: 
ought to be fulfilled. Others, again, make 
uſe of ſpirituous medicines, which may be of 
ſervice, when mixed with other ingredients; 
but which I believe, are always injurious, 
when applied alone, even in caſe of a morti- 
fication. | F 
I would not have ſpoken ſo deciſively 
| againſt the bad conſequences of the common 
practice of treating this ſpecies of wounds, 
had I not been well convinced of them. It 
is one of the moſt intereſting points in ſur- 
gery, which we ſhould by no means overlook, 
by ſuffering ourſelves to be miſled by former 
practice, inſtead of conſidering how to im- 
prove upon it. | WE e 

The infallibility of the good effects of the 
extract of Saturn will ſecure the practitioner, 
who ſhall preſcribe it in the treatment of gun- 
ſhot wounds, from the errors which attend 
the other methods, hitherto adopted on the 
like occaſions; for I am not afraid to aſſert, 
that in a ſhort time after the application of 
this medicine, the accidents uſually attend-, 
ing theſe complaints, ſuch as inflammation, 
ſwelling, &c, will be diminiſhed.

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alſo thoroughly perſuaded, that by a proper

What a conſiderable loſs do his Majeſty's 
troops ſuffer, by the non-application of this 
extract, both in the field and hoſpitals, where 
the wounded ſwarm ? We have neglected no- 
thing to make it public; and the moſt fa- 
vourable experiments have juſtified our opi- 
nion : yet by an inconceivable infatuation, its 
uſe is by no means ſo general as it ought to 
be. Why have not modern authors, who 
have written ex profeſſo on gun-ſhot wounds, 
. and the manner of treating them, had can- 
dour enough to acknowledge the inſuffi- 
ciency, or rather the danger, of the moſt 
generally received proceſſes ? If they would 
only take the trouble to make trials of our 
application, the good effects of which we 


cannot ſufficiently extol, perhaps they would 


be forced to declare in its favour. 


OBSERVATION I. 


T H E biſhop of Caſtres, who has made uſe of 


my remedy for many years in his dioceſe for the

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powder, from the intenſe pain, threw himſelf into a 
river; but he was ſcarcely come out again, before 
the pains returned upon him with great violence.

A CORPORAL was burned with gun- 
powder, from the head to the epigaſtric region. 
The two ſuperior extremities had likewiſe ſuffered, 
and his face was ſo disfigured, that he could not 
be known, He was blooded as often as is uſual on 
ſuch occaſions, but nothing was applied except the 
vegeto-mineral water: he was regularly dreſſed 
three times a-day, and-I took care to keep the 
compreſſes moiſtened with the above water, In 
five-and-twenty days my patient was cured without 
any ugly ſcar, 


OBSERVATION III. 


A PROTESTANT Minifter, who had 
received a piſtol- ſhot on the ſuperior part of the 
fore- arm, was conducted to the Citadel of this 
town, He was attended by Mr. Vatre, maſter- 
ſurgeon at Paris, and ſurgeon-major of the Norman 
regiment, who were unanimous in applying come 
preſſes dipped in the vegeto- mineral water to the 

part, thinking this method would be the moſt effi- 
- | cacious 
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eacious to ſubdue the inflammation, and prevent a 


return of the hæmorrhage, which was to be feared: 


this being accordingly done, the inflammation was 


abated before the next morning, and on the fourth 
day my patient was in a fair way of doing well. 


, OBSERVATION IV. 


IHE fon of Mr. Cavalier, a-lawyer of this 
town, had part of his face burnt by a rocket, The 
eye was ſo much affected, that he was in danger of 
loſing it. I applied the cerate of Saturn to the part, 
and compreſſes of the vegeto-mineral water over the 
whole. Soon after, the ſwelling abated, and the 
tenth day my patient was ſo recovered, that there

I contented myſelf 
with ordering the arm to be continued in a bath of 
the vegeto- mineral water, and ſome ſpirits of wine, 
for fix hours ſucceſſively, The day after my pa- 
tient was dreſſed with the cerate of Saturn, and in 
fourteen or fifteen days he was cured,, N. B. Pre- 
viouſly to my applying the cerate, I covered the part 
with. compreſles dipped in the above water,

ONE REJOUL, ſerjeant of the Regiment of 
Chartres, received a wound with a ball on the- 
upper and external part of the thigh, which en- 
tered the ſcrotum, and came out two fingers. 
from the great trochanter, without injuring the 
bone, About ſix weeks after this accident, he was. 

brought.

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brought to the Hoſpital of Andernaſt, where J at- 
tended him. I found that the wound, which had 
been made by the entry of the ball, was become 


fiſtulous. I aſked the patient, whether injections 


had been made uſe of? He informed me, that the 
wound had often been injectec with barley-water 
and honey of roſes, From thence I reſolved to in- 


ject ſome of the vegeto-mineral water, which I 


compoſed myſelf. After the fourth injection, there 
came out a piece of his breeches AE and: the 
day following the wound was cicatrized.

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CHAP. III. . 
On the Uſe of the Extraft of Saturn in ex- 
ternal Suppurations, and particularly in Ab- 
ſeeſſes and leer. 1 


W E now come to ſuppurations; diſeaſes 
V whichare as common, as they are often 
fatal. We underſtand by external ſuppura- 
tions, all thoſe which, by ſigns, denote that 
one or more parts of the body has ſuppu- 
rated, whether the pus is ſtill concealed, or 


whether it diſcharges itſelf. This furniſnes 


ſurer grounds for our diagnoſtic. | 
The ſkin, muſcles, wy above all the fat, 
are the principal ſeats of external ſuppura- 
tions; but they often attack other parts that 
are ſuſceptible of inflammation, ſuch as are 

the membranes, aponeuroſes, tendons, peri- 

oſteum, c. | | | 
The ſuppuration of every part is generally - 
preceded by a greater or leſs degree of in- 
flammation ; and by this, chiefly, is a judg- 
ment to be formed of the violence of the 
ſuppuration. | VE oa 
Although it has been ſaid with a great deal 
of reaſon, that ſuppuration is the work of 
Nature; it is not leſs true, that it may be 
retarded or promoted by art, according. to 
the choice which is made of the medicines 
| _ pe 


_ 
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proper for the occaſion. This choice is not 


1o indifferent as is generally imagined, and 
often gives riſe to many inconveniences. This 


ſubject being ſo very important, requires our 
particular attention. . 
Emollients, on which we ſufficiently dwelled 
in ſpeak ing of Inflammations, are adopted 
by practitioners with at leaſt equal inconveni- 
ences, in the greater part of threatened ſup- 
purations. They tread the beaten path, from 
which they think it unſafe to depart; but a 
cloſer examination will prove to us the inſuf- 
ficiency and the danger of theſe emollient ap- 
plications, in the caſe now before us. 
But to attempt to perſuade the generality 
of Surgeons not to overwhelm, if I may fo 
ſpeak, an inflamed part, which tends to ſup- 
puration, with relaxing and ripening cata- 
plaſms, is to ſpeak a language entirely con- 
trary to their ideas. But what will they ſay, 
if I demonſtrate to them, that without any 
opening, the purulent matter confined in the 
abſceſs may be carried off by reſolution and 
tranſudation? I do not heſitate to publiſh 
theſe facts, though in appearance very ſur- 
priſing, becauſe they are confirmed by in- 
numerable experiments. It may therefore 
be looked upon as a truth, that the extract 
of Saturn, applied in its different forms on 


the ſuppurated part, penetrates to the mat- 


ter, and by a very ſingular action cauſes thro 
the wa of the ſkin a diſcharge of pus, 
8 Hynd upon. the een,

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by which means, without coming to any 
operation, the ſaid pus is, by degrees diſperſed, 
and the patient perfectly cured. No other 
reaſon can be given for this phœnomenon, 
than by adnutting the metallic particles to 
have a peculiar power of dilating the pores 
of the ſolid parts which ſurround. the mat- 
ter; and ſo far attack and attenuate it, as to 
render it capable of paſſing through theſe 
pores. A point of this importance requires 
ſome attention in reiterating the experiments, 
which have ſo well ſucceeded with me; and

more ſolid, we will remark, that in the treat- 


ment of ulcers, practical ſurgery has very 
little uniformity. One uſes the ointment of 
Galen, when the ulcer is recent and pain- 


ful; others the balm of Arcæus alone, or 
mixed with baſilicon : others, in fine, diffe- 


rent ointments, GT plaiſters, &c. 
Now it appears that the relaxing a

hoſpital, for the dreſſing of ſores and ulcers, 
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that of Galen, blunts the action of the veſ- 
ſels, on which alone the cleanſing and heal- 
ing the ulcer depends; from whence follow 
proud fleſh, ill-digeſted matter, &c. The 
other ointments, - by a powerful irritation of 
the ſound veſſels, add 'too much to their 
active power; from whence follow inflamma- 
tion, copious ſuppurations, and ſometimes a a 
'mortification; or at leaſt they conſiderably 
retard the cute. | 8 

If theſe different circumſtances are ſeri- 
ouſly conſidered, we ſnall be convinced, that 
in treating ulcers and ſores, the choice of 
medicines ought to turn upon ſuch as encreaſe 
the elaſticity of the veſſels, without irritating 
them. This is the effect of the extract of

venereal ulcers, with medicines that have not 


an anti- venereal quality, we only obtain an il- 
luſory cure; and though we make the ulcer 
diſappear, we cannot eradicate the cauſe. It 


is equally certain, that irritating applications, 


repellers, and others of that nature, cannot 
contribute to heal old ulcers without giving 
cccaſion to a reflux of vicious matter into the 
blood; and I am well perſuaded, that but 
a very little of this offenſive and corroſive 


matter muſt produce the worſt effects. But 


the reproaches which theſe remedies we have 
been ſpeaking of ſo juſtly merit, cannot be 
given to our metallic one. It does not act 
by repulſion, nor does it occaſion any reflux 
of matter, as it ſets in motion the ſtagnated 
humours, which choaked up the edges of the 
ulcer, and produces an external ſuppuration;

Mx. DURAND, a cutler of this town, went 


to Mr. Eſpinas, a pupil of mine, to aſſuage the 


violent pains of an ulcer, which extended from the 
middle of his leg to the lower part of the malleo- 
lus internus; an inſupportable, cadaverous ſtench _ 
iſſued. from it, and the edges were hard, callous, 
and turned back; the whole was of a livid colour, 
bordering upon black: the patient had been trou- 
bled, with it for forty years, during which time 
many ſurgeons had undertaken the cure. The 
violence of the pain did not ſuffer him to enjoy 
any eaſe day or night; he was incapable of any 
exerciſe,” and neyer quitted his bed, but to be 
carried into his chair, Mr. Eſpinas, who had 
daily been a witneſs of the good effects of our 
remedy, in the Military Hoſpital, did not heſitate to 
make uſe of it.

the muſculi interoſſei. The matter had penetrated 
through the hand; the flexor tendons of the fingers 


were laid bare; the patient ſuffered excruciating 


pains; and the whole was horrible to the eye. 
He told us, that ſuch had been his fituation for 
two years paſt, which gave reaſon to ſuſpect that 
it proceetled from a icrophulous habit of body; 
many ſurgeons had undertaken his cure; and his 
pittance being ſpent in ſearch of it, he reſolved to 
get into the hoſpital. 3 

I ordered him to be dreſſed according to my 
uſual method: the ulcer was injected with our 
liquor, and the pledgets covered with the cerate; 
the compreſſes dipped in the vegeto-mineral water, 
were often moiſtened, and the dreſſings conſtantly 
changed twice a-day. In eight days, there was a 
creat change for the better ; but the patient having 
given ſome reaſon to ſuſpect, that they might 
have been produced by a venereal cauſe, I pre- 
pared him for the frictions. by a proper bath.

WHAT EVE R is the nature of the 
matter of an abſceſs, and in whatever part of 
the body it is found, a diſcharge is always to 
be encouraged and promoted by inciſion; for: 
when it has been lodged for any time, it 
never fails to open a paſſage to thoſe parts 
where it meets with leaft reſiſtance. Now 
as the oppoſition from the ſkin is much greater 
than that from the parts below it, it is not 
ſurpriſing that: matter, which has no external 
vent, ſhould attack the. adipoſe membrane, 
and the muſcles themſelves; thereby occa- 
ſioning ſinuſſes, hard tumours, calloſities, 
and ſometimes a caries of ſuch bones as are 
found near it. 

A judicious practice might 8 theſe 
accidents, which too frequently attend the 
common methods of cure. To this end the 
uſual applications, in inflammations, muſt de 
abſolutely laid aſide, and ours ſubſtituted in 
their ſtead, either in a cataplaſi, lotion, or 
otherwiſe. By this means the inflammation 
may be removed, or if ſuppuration cannot 
be prevented, it may be at leaſt confined. to

She 
ſnewed it to me, and ſeemed the more diſtreſſed at 
her ſituation, as ſhe had before conſulted Meſſieurs 
Chaptal, Peliſſon, and Giraud the Elder, my con- 
frere, who all looked upon it a confirmed cancer. 
T he effects which I had ſeen my metallic re- 
medy produce, in many ſimilar caſes, induced me

three or four times in four-and- twenty hours, and 


to obſerve a proper regimen ; to take herb broths, 
* and thin whey in the morning. The patient, after 
had a ſhort time, found herſelf better; ſhe ſnewed me 
hich. 8 the tumour, which I found diminiſhed; and though 
She | ids. 
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ſhe neglected both the application of the cataplaſm 
and the regimen I had preſcribed, I perceived a 

gradual diminution of the evil; the pains left her, 
and in about two months ſhe was perfectly cured. 


REFLECTION: 


From this Obſervation, joined with many 
others, conſequences may be drawn of the 
moſt beneficial kind; for they ſerve to prove 
by experiments, how much thoſe are, and 
have been, to blame, who forbid external ap- 
plications on cancers, whether in their com- 
mencement, or after they are confirmed. 
But the greateſt advantages of all are their 
methods of cure. We cannot ſay too much 
to prove our aſſertions, ſeeing our opinion 
contradicts that of the greateſt men; and 
that it is by obſervations and reiterated ex- 
periments only, we can bring others to the 
lame way of Munking with ourſelves. 


OBSERVATION IX.

A SOLDIER, of the regiment of Burgundy, 
came to the Hotel Dieu at Montpellier, afflicted 
with a hard inflammatory tumour on the poſterior 
and lower part of the right thigh; it extended 

three or four fingers breadth above the ham, and 
about an inch below it. The ſurgeon of the ward 
examined the tumour, and ſeeing it did not tend to 
reſolution, he applied a cataplaſm of bread and 
water. This was continued for four days without

any viſible alteration, as it neither diſperſed, nor 
looked as if it would come to ſuppuration: on the 
contrary, it rather ſeemed to grow harder, which 
determined him to apply reſolvents. He then or- 
dered a plaiſter of Vigo, mucilage and diabotanum. 
This was continued for eight days without any di- 
minution of the tumour, , which he likewiſe pump-- 
ed with bran- water; but all was ineffectual. A ca- 
taplaſm was then applied of bread and vegeto-mi- 


neral water, which had ſo good an effect, that. in 


a week's time the tumour was ſo far diſperſed, that 
there was not the leaſt mark of it remaining,

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CHAP Y 
On Sprains, Stiffneſs of the Joints, and Relax- 
ation of the Ligaments; and of the Effet of 
the Extract of Saturn on theſe Diſorders, 


A Stiffneſs of the joints may be occa- 
a fioned by a redundancy or thickneſs 
of ſynovia, or that fluid which Nature has 
provided to keep them ſupple. This may 
proceed from various caules, both external 
and internal. I ſhall not enter into a detail of 
them, as the only object I have in view is to 
mention ſuch facts as may. prove of ſervice 

to the Gentlemen of the Profeſſion and their 
parents. | | 

It is allowed on all hands, that a redun- 
dancy of this fluid, when once fixed, is not 
eaſily removed; and at is equally certain that 
the applications hitherto made uſe of to diſ- 
perſe it, have often proved uſeleſs : and that 
in courſe of time, its hardneſs and conſiſt- 

ency render the diſeaſe abſolutely incurable. 
Our application is the true ſpecific for ef- 
fecting a reſolution of this kind of tumours, 
eſpecially in the eps In the courſe 
5 long practice, I have always experien- 
ced it to be effectual in caſes where this fluid 
was thickened, whether in the joints or in- 
volucra 


volucra of the tendons, even when the ſharp- 
neſs of the humour had occaſioned. gouty 
ſwellings. However, what I have advanced, 
is not grounded on my own obſervations on- 
ly, but on. thoſe of 8 3. as 
will afterwards appear. ore I enter upon 
the facts which I have to mention, I think 

Wy fone obliged-to declare, that we owe to the 
Mareſchal De Richelieu the perfection of the 
remedy which we employ for the cure of 
ſuch diſorders in the joints, as are occaſioned 
by the thickneſs of the fluid lodged in their 
cavities. The addition of ſoap to the other 
ingredients of the pomatum, of which we 
ſhall give an account in its proper place, was 
invented at Genoa by that illuſtrious noble- 
man.

Tux CHEVALIER DESQUILLES, ſon of 
the Marquis De Mefplez, of Pau in Bearn, page 
to the Duke of Orleans, being -at play with his 
companions, in one of the rooms of the Palais 
Royal (this room was parquetted and waxed over) 
made a conſiderable effort by an extenſion of his 
legs the one from the other. The ligaments 
Which confine the head of the femur in its ſocket, 
received ſo conſiderable an injury, that the pa- 
tient, through the exceſſive pain he felt, was oblig- 
ed to be carried up to his chamber. Meſſieurs Fa- 
get and Marſolan, two eminent ſurgeons, were 
ſent for; nor was any thing ſpared to give their 
patient eaſe; they attended him for above fix 
months without ſucceſs ; and as his pains continu- 
ed to encreaſe,' it was 8 proper to ſend him 
| 4 to 
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to Bareges. At firſt, theſe waters ſeemed to ne- 
lieve him; he then went to his father's houſe, 
when his pains, during the winter, returned upon 
him with double violence. This determined him to. 
have recourſe in the ſpring to the ſaid waters: but 
they only ſerved to add to. his ſufferings ;, upon 
which he was carried to Montpellier in the year 
1749. A conſultation was there held of Meſ- 
ſieurs Lazermes and Serane, phyficians, and Mr. 
Lamorier, my confrere, and myſelf. The follow- 
ing is an account of his ſituation: When he lay 
down, the diſeaſed thigh was longer than the 
other; it was continually bent, and could by no 
means be moved, without cauſing great pains in 
the flexor muſcles. The part was cold, and it 
was with. difficulty that any warmth could be com- 
municated to it. The patient could not move it 
without affiſtance, and. even then felt excruciat- 
ing pains both in that part and the leg; he was 
unable to put his foot to the ground, as he was, 
to walk without crutches. Having examined the. 
part, we found the head of the femur had been 
forced out of its. acetabulum or cavi.y, without 
being above its level: this was apparent from the 
inequality of length in the limbs, eſpecially when 
the patient was put into. certain poſitions. | It 
muſt likewiſe be obſerved, that the part was con- 
ſiderably waſted. . . 

We conſulted what was beſt to be done for him in 
this ſituation; all preſent declared him incurable; 
notwithſtanding, it was vaguely propoſed that he 
might 'try the baths of Balaruc : he was attended 
by a ſurgeon of his own ; who deſpaired, like the 
reſt, of his recovery. Upon this, I propoſed a trial 
of my remedies ; and the ſurgeon conſented, having 
orders from the patient's father not to neglect any 
thing which might contribute to his ſon's recovery, 
In conſequence, of this, I ordered a. bathing- tub to 

. e ; he 
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be got ready, in which I placed my patient twice a 
day, that he might more conveniently receive the 
pumping of the vegeto-mineral water; obſerving 
at the ſame time to make very gentle extenſions of 
the limb, backwards and forwards : during the 
fall of the water, the part was rubbed ;. then my 
Saturnine plaiſter was applied, and a warm cloth 
upon the whole. By a repetition, of this conſtantly, 
twice a day, the patient ſoon found himſelf re- 
lieved ; he began to move the diſeaſed limb without 
any aſſiſtance, the pains diminiſhed, and the na- 
tural warmth of the part was re-eſtabliſhed. In 
fifteen days time he was able to put his foot to 
the ground, and in three weeks to walk without 
crutches. The uſe of the plaiſter was continued. 
for about ſix Weeks, at the end of which my pa- 
tient returned home, very happy with his ſitua- 
tion. Some years after, I received a letter from 
this gentleman, which, as it gives a full detail of 
the cure, I cannot here paſs over in ſilence: it

OBSERVATION X. 
| Communicated. | 
MApbAM DE LA GOMERCINTI, a Ge- 
noeſe lady, had been troubled from her childhood 
with a relaxation of the capſular ligaments of her 
left thigh. The diſorder had been encreaſing for 
fifteen years paſt ; and ſo much ſo, that the mo- 
tion of the part was inſenſibly lefſened. The 
weakneſs was ſo great, that ſhe was unable to ſup- 
port herſelf; as ſhe likewiſe was either to walk, 
ſit down, or get up, without affiſtance. Though 
the diſorder had originally been of a long ſtand- 
ing, it was only for the fix or ſeven laſt years. 
that it had made any conſiderable progreſs. When 
1 had the honour of attending her, in company 
with two Genoeſe phyſicians, I found her pains 
exceſſive, and the whole thigh conſiderably ema- 
ciated. For many years paſt, this lady had con- 
ſulted the moſt eminent of the faculty, in dif- 
ferent parts of the world, had made trials of various 
baths, and of many other remedies, without finding 
advantage from any. Having carefully examine 
the part, I found, that the head of the femur was 
diſplaced, and lodged upon the muſcles of the 
buttock, which made that limb ſhorter than the 
other, by about four fingers breadth, I . 
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after having examined the grievance, that by a 
relaxation of the ligaments of the part, the muſ- 
cle of the buttock had contracted and drawn the 
head of the femur from its cavity upwards; and 
that this, by preſſing on the poſterior ſciatique 
nerve, gave riſe to the pains my patient felt. 

y opinion was, that ſhe muſt inevitably remain 
a cripple, and that the limb would at laſt wither 
away; and, in fine, that the only method remain- 
ing to give her eaſe, would be to replace the head 
of the femur in its acetabulum: To effect which, 
I took the following method. b | 
I ordered two jugs to be filled with the vegeto- 
mineral water warm: one aſſiſtant held the upper 
part of the limb, another the lower part, who 
gently moved it backwards and forwards : in the 
mean time, a third poured from the jug the vegeto- 
mineral water upon the part, whilſt a fourth was 
employed in rubbing it. It was not long before 
the lady found the good effects of this operation, 
The head of the bone was ſoon brought upon a 
level with its cavity, and in leſs than fiſteen days 
re-entered it, My patient was then able to ſup- 
port herſelf, and walk. I took care to apply 
one of my Saturnine plaiſters to the grievance, and 
a bandage upon that. This lady perſevered in 
the uſe of my remedies for above two years, after 
the bone had been replaced. Though I have not 
ſeen her for a conſiderable time, I am well aſſured, 
that her cure has been compleat; ſeldom a year 
paſſes, without my hearing of her; and I am in-

Bareges ; and had learned from him, that my me- 
dicine-had done him great ſervice: this account

OBSERVATION XII. 
DURING my ſtay at Genoa, I aſſiſted at a 
| conſultation with Doctor Balby, and another of the 
faculty, at the convent” of Fortonia, which "ay I 


| 
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held on Madame Morande's account, one of the re- 
ligious. This lady had the tendons of her hand ſo 
contracted, that it had been cloſed up and motion- 
leſs for ſix years paſt. She informed us, that ſhe 
had in vain applied various remedies, which 
had been preſeribed to her by the moſt ſkilful of 

the faculty. I enquired of her. to what ſhe attri- 
buted her complaint: ſhe ſaid ſhe could attribute 
it to nothing, but to her employment for many 
years of cutting the portions-· of the religious with 
a very large knife. I concluded from thence, that 
the little ſynovial glands which are ſeated in the 
ſheaths of the tendons, had beer injured. by this 
work; and that the ſynovia being inſpiſſated and 
dried up, had cauſed; the contraction of the ten- 
dons, and conſequently the immobility of the 
fingers. I Was determined to make uſe of my 
preparations with the extract of Satutn; and this 
the more willingly, as I had learned. by experience, 
how very proper this metallic remedy was, to re- 
ſolve the inſpiſſated juices, which choak up the 

veſſels, and even the ſynovia in the articulations; 
as likewiſe to reſtore weak parts to their proper 
tone; eſpecially when loſt by an accident. 5 


1 began then, by bathing the whole hand in 
warm vegeto- mineral water: during this, an aſ- 
ſiſtant rubbed it very gently: care was taken, at the 


ſame time, to keep up the warmth of the water 


with embers. In about half an hour after the bath, 
I ordered the diſeaſed part to be rubbed for a certain 
time with the ſoap-pomatum ; after which it was 
entirely covered with one of my Saturnine plaiſters. 
I put a ſoft cuſhion in the middle of the hand, 
and a bandage about the wriſt, with fillets to draw 
back the fingers, and keep them outwards. 

This method was regularly purſued twice a day; 
not was it long before we perceived its good effects, 
as the diſeaſed part daily mended, After the fif- 
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teenth day the patient was able to open the hand at 
pleaſure; and by its daily gaining ſtrength, our 
religious was in a condition, in leſs than a month, 
to write, ſew, and attend to her uſual vocations, 
except that one of cutting the. portions. I own I 
was aſtoniſhed myſelf with this ſudden cure, which 
was remarked 5 the whole town of Genoa; and 
it did not a little contribute, with ſome others I 
performed with the ſame remedy, to the offer which 
was made me by the town, if I would fix there, of 
ſettling a much larger penſion on me than what 
was generally granted to French ſurgeons who 
are eſtabliſhed in that place, by an old foundation.

On a Retraction and Hardneſs of the Flexor Muſ- 


cles of the Thigh, accompanied with a-con- 
fiderable Tenſion of the Muſculus Biceps. 


A DAUGHTER of one Ayrel, a ſhoemaker, of 
about eleven years of age, had her right thigh ſo 
contracted, that if any one offered to move it, 
however gently, ſhe ſuffered intolerable pains : in 
this ſituation ſhe had remained for three months, 
and many remedies - had been applied without ſuc- 
ceſs, She was at laſt brought to me. I thought 
that the pumping of the vegeto-mineral' water up- 
on the part, might be of great uſe to her; nor was 
I deceived in my conjectures; for by following 
my advice, ſhe found eaſe in leſs than two days; 
and on the tenth, ſhe was able to walk about as

Particular REMARKS upon IncourLeaAT | 


LVXATIONS of theKnzE by external Cauſes. 


T HEN the bone is luxated or diſplaced 
VY bya relaxation of the ligaments from 
an internal cauſe, the cure is very difficult, 
When the ligaments have once loſt their tone, 
they become more and more relaxed, partly 
from their own diſpoſition, and partly from 
the weight of the limb, and contraction of 
the muſcles of the part affected; and if the 
bone is not confined 1n its place by a ban- 
dage, the cavities of the joints are filled with 
ſynovia, which is accumulated and thickened 
to ſuch a degree, that it will be a difficult 
matter to replace the faid bone, © 
Mr. Petit, in his excellent Treatiſe on the 
Diſeaſes of the Bones, takes notice, that an 
incompleat luxation ſeldom 1 to the 
articulation of the knee; and this is true, 
becauſe a round extremity covered with a 
poliſned and ſmooth cartilage, and oiled with 
its proper fluid, cannot remain long upon 
the edge of its ſocket. The head of a bone 
thus circumſtanced, when driven to the edge 
by any external violence, muſt either fall 
out or return into its ſocket, Thus, either 
there will be no luxation, or it will be com- 


pleat; 
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. Pleat; which is far from being the caſe of 
ſuch joints of the human body. as are formed 
like a hinge. | 
It is nevertheleſs true, that the bones of 
the joint of the knee are ſometimes diſlocated 
by external cauſes in an incompleat manner ; 
but this never happens immediately, or at 
the moment in which we. fall or receive a 
blow: it can only happen in caſes cf falls, or 
uncommon exertions, which particularly af- 
fect the hgaments that are ſtrained and 
bruiſed, and diſpoſed to relaxation. The 
bone not being fixed exactly in its ſocket, 
the fluid gathers, and thickens by degrees ; 
the relaxation increaſes, the extremity of the 
bone firſt loſes ground, and then is forced 
quite out of its ſocket. Fit 
" Theſe kinds of luxations are generally neg- 
lected, and looked upon incurable ; they are 
ſo, in effect, from a want of proper applica- 
tions. Now this would not be the caſe, were 
they conſidered in the light of real ruptures , 
that is to ſay, they require the ſame atten- 
tion, and the relaxation of the ligaments is 
to be prevented by a bandage, proper ap- 
plications, and perfect reſt, to give theſe li- 
gaments time to recover their tone; the part 
affected will otherwiſe waſte, it will be 
ſtretched or lengthened by its own Weight, 
and at laſt the cavity of the joint will be 


filled with ſynovia, which muſt neceſſarily 
force the head of the bone quite out of its 
ſocket, and give riſe to a compleat Juxation. 
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When we would remedy luxations of this 
kind, two things deſerve our particular at- 
tention : firſt, by extenſion and counter- ex- 
tenſion, we muſt gently reſtore the bone to 
its place; ſecondly, we muft fix it there by 
a proper bandage. With regard to external 
applications, I am not afraid to aſſert, that 
no baths, no pumpings are equal in their 
ſalutary effects to ſuch as are produced by 
our metallic fluid, mixed with common 
water, to which is added a little brandy: 
the efficacy of this fluid is ſeconded by tlie 
application of the Saturnine plaiſter, made 
as directed in the Formula. 1 
When the head of the bone has been con- 
ducted into its cavity, we ſhould be careful 
to give frequent but gentle motion to the 


joint: this motion, often repeated during the 


pumping, and aſſiſted by the action of our 
remedy, produces. ſurpriſing. effects; and L 
can venture to ſay, that it is particularly effi- 
cacious in acting upon the redundant fluid, 
when thickened in any cavity, or the ſheaths:

In luxations where the ligaments are much 
injured, great care muſt be taken not to- 
harraſs the part too much after the bone is. 
replaced. Fhe gentleman who makes the 
ſubject of the ninth Qbſervation, would have 
had nothing to fear from a relapſe, if he had 
not indulged himſelf in violent exerciſes, 


bach as hunting, dancing, and other move-

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ments unfavourable to the recovery of the 
tone of the articular ligaments : he. ſhould 
have allowed more time to the bathing with

When people advanced in years have the 
misfortune to fall, the conſequences are 
dreadful. As often as the ligaments of the 
Joints are affected, the diſeaſe is generally too 
violent to be compleatly cured.

It is pretended that the perioſteum is 
ſometimes the ſeat of this diſeaſe; nor is 
this improbable, ſeeing it is charged with 
ſuch a number of lymphatic veſſels: but 
we muſt take care not to confound the 
rheumatic was which are attributed to an 
injury of the perioſteum, with thoſe pains 
that attack the interior texture of the 
muſcles, and are felt very deep. 
In phyſic and ſurgery, diſeaſes to which 
the leaſt attention is paid, and where the 
treatment appears the leaſt intereſting, be- 
come often in the end the moſt incurable 
evils, and baffle all the knowledge of the 
greateſt practitioners. This is often the 
caſe in rheumatiſms neglected at firſt, or 
ill treated; they often become inveterate, 
and laſt not for years only, but for life; 
allowing the patient ſome intervals of caſe, 
but returning periodically with more or leſs 
violence.

It would be wandering from our ſubject 
to enlarge upon the manner in which- mi- 
neral waters act in the cure of rheumatiſms; 


let us fix our attention only upon the ar- 
tificial mineral water, which is employed with 


fo much ſucceſs in the treatment of theſe 
diſorders: I mean the vegeto- mineral * 
1 x tnat 
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that contains particles of lead, which by 


their fineneſs, pliability, and volume, ope- 
rate with ſuch ſucceſs in the reſolution of 
tumefaction in the lymphatic veſſels, of 
which we are now ſpeaking. What I here 
mention is not an idle theory, but a rule 
of practice, of which I have frequently ex- 
perienced the advantages. I can then confi- 
dently affirm, that I have often employed the 
vegeto- mineral water againſt rheumatic pains, 
in lotions, pumpings, and baths; and ſo far 
from having ſeen any bad effects from it, 
have 5 met with the greateſt ſuc- 
ceſs, conjointly with other Practitioners, who, 
have made the like trials. 
The argument formed againſt our re- 
medy, and founded on the accidents that 
happen to. perſons employed in lead mines, 
may therefore be dropped. The analogy 
cannot be admitted, ſeeing in the uſe of 
our different applications of the extract of 
Saturn, we have nothing to apprehend 
from the metallic, arſenical, or other exha- 
lations, which alone occaſion the ſymptoms, 
that are too frequent among miners. — 
A little attention to the manner in which

When theſe 
pains are extremely obſtinate, I apply the 
Saturnine plaiſter upon the part affected. 
Let me be allowed to remark here, that 
in the royal hoſpitals, a better remedy can- 
not be employed in rheumatic pains than that 
which not only myſelf, but many others of 
the faculty, have found to be fo efficacious 
on theſe occaſions. The ſoldiers afflicted 
with theſe complaints, when brought to the 
hoſpital, find no ſpecific remedy, and are 
obliged to wait the ſeaſons for bathing in 
mineral waters, which often prove leſs ef- 
fectual than the remedy I propoſe. It may 
be objected, that the. hoſpital muſt - be at a 
great expence 1n procuring the apparatus for 
bathing ; but to this I anſwer, that the ap- 
paratus is unneceſſary, ſeeing it is ſuffici- 
ent to rub the parts affected with warm 
vegeto-mineral water, and afterwards to co- 
ver them with warm linnen to effect a cure, 
at leaſt very often, of the moſt acute rheu- 
matiſms, eſpecially wken they proceed from 
an external cauſe, as from cold, rain, moiſ- 
ture, &c. 5 ; 
The title of this Chapter has already in- 
timated, that the extract of Saturn is alſo 
efficacious in periodical pains, that attack 
the joints, and are termed gouty. The ſy-

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novia being too thick and ſharp, when accu- 


mulated either in the cavity of the joints, or 
in the glands, that are diſperſed in the cap- 
ſular and articular ligaments, excites cruel 
pains of the gout, which laudanum itſelf 
cannot relieve. The extract of Saturn, by 
its ſearching, diſperſing, and anodine quality, 
anſwers the Afferent indications which the 
treatment of theſe pains requires; that is to 
ſay, by relaxing the fibres, which are over- 
ſtretched, it calms the pains; and by diſper- 
ſing the ſynovia, it extirpates the very root 
of the evil.

"TETTERS. 
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On - etters. 


T E T T E R 8 may, in general, be 
looked upon either as affections pure- 


ly local, or as diſeaſes that are  occalioned 


by a vitious quality of the general maſs of 
the blood and lymph. The firſt ſpecies 
preſuppoſes a morbific change in ſome part 
of the texture of the ſkin, in conſequence 
of which the humours ſtop, and afterwards 
acquire more or leſs acrimony and viſcidity; 
the others eſſentially depend upon a parti- 
cular depravation of the humours, and prin- 
cipally of thoſe that are lymphatic. This 
ſecond ſpecies of tetters, is often hereditary, 
and more difficult to cure than the firſt; 
the morbific cauſe being not leſs general, 

than it is in the venereal diſeaſe, rd 
king's-evil, &c. 

This cauſe once ſuppoſed, it will be very 
eaſy to explain, why tetters indiſtinctly a 
pear in every part of the body? why they 
are fixed ſometimes to one part, and ſome- 
times paſs from one place to another? why, 
having once diſappeared, either by the effect 
of medicine or ſimple efforts of nature, 
ny return again when they are leaſt ex- 
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pected, eſpecially when a bad uſe has been 


guiſhed. I only mean to inſinuate that theſe 


dry, moiſt, pimpled, ſcabby, cruſty. &c. It 


with, in my practice there; though, amon

My remedy prevents every miſchievous ac- 
cident in the cure of tetters, let them be 


is a fact, of which J am convinced by a 
practice of between fifteen and eighteen 
years, particularly in the Royal Hoſpital, 
where, during the ſpace of more than ten 
years, I have met with the greateſt ſucceſs, 
in the treatment of all tetters that J met 


the numbers of thoſe, that I ſaw afflicted with 
them, there were many that reſembled real 
lepers. W ei | 

I once thought, with the reſt of practition- 
ers, that the cutaneous diſeaſes which are 
produced by a general vice of the mals of 
the blood, ought never to be treated by ex- 
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nerally, ſalutary drains for purifying the 
blood, and that moſt part of the external 
applications have a repelling quality, which 
drives the matter back into the maſs of hu- 
mours, where it produces more dangerous 
accidents, than thoſe which are cauſed by 
the matter itſelf, when permitted to. dil- 
charge itſelf through thoſe parts of the ſkin, 


where nature has left a paſſage. I ſhould 


not have changed my opinion concerning the 
treatment of tetters, it I had not been per- 
fectly convineed, that my metallic remedy 
has no repelling quality; and if I had not 
ſeen in my practice a number of patients at- 
tacked with other cutaneous diſeaſes of long 
ſtanding, radically cured without any in- 
convenience; though the gentlemen of the 
profeſſion who had. vifited the patients be- 
fore I was called in, had declared the dil- 
order to be a critical diſcharge from the maſs 
of blood. In a word, I am aſſured, by a 
very long experience, that the repellin 
quality attributed to lead, is a chimæra; 2 7 
my opinion will be readily embraced: by 
all, who will take the trouble to reflect, not 
only on the efficacy of this remedy, in caſes 
where ſtagnated humours are to be diſperſed, 
but likewiſe on its analogy with crude mer- 
cury, which acts by its weight, and the di- 
viſibility of its parts. Now Lead having parts 
ftill more fine, mild, rous, and not- 
leſs diviſible, is of conſequence, as proper to 
divide and diſperſe the morbific concreti-- 
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cretions, produced by certain ferments, that 


infect the maſs of blood, and deſtroy them 
as efficacioully,. as mercury deſtroys venereal 
concretions.

of Lead, from the experience of thoſe who 


have the itch, and make uſe of our remed 
for it; for it has always been found, that in- 
ſicad of repelling the morbific matrer, this 
promoted the crupiion, by the early appear- 
ance of a number of pimples, which dryed 
and fell off in the courle of the treatment. 
This obſervation has been juſtified in the 
cure of the itch in two thouſand five hun- 
dred patients (fee the Chapter on the Itch) 
effected by my remedy, without any bad 
conſequences ever happening. 

The metallic particles of our application nd. 
nuate themſelves into the moſt minute pores 
of the ſkin, and penetrate to the only ſource 


which produced the tetterous complaint: when 


arrived there they thin and divide the hu- 
mour, blunt its acrimony, favour its egreſs 
through the pores of the ſkin, and ar laſt 
radically cure the diſeaſe ſooner or later, ac- 
cording as the morbific matter oppoſes more 
or "wp cehillange: 1 to o the effect of o our remedy.

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Tetters are in general very troubleſome, 


either from the inſupportable itchings that 


they occaſion, or from an acrimonious ſu 


puration. Thoſe who are afflicted with this 


difeaſe, are much inclined to ſcratch, which 
ſo irritates and inflames the ſkin, as to pro- 
duce reſtleſs nights: ſometimes, again, the 
parts inflame, ſuppurate, and ulcerate; and 


it is not at all uncommon to ſee theſe ulcers 
become habitual, for the want of proper 


remedies to calm the irritations, and blunt 
the acrimony of the purulent matter, that 


runs from them. 


The variety of external applications in the 
treatment of tetters is almoſt infinite: but 
I am not afraid to aſſert, that many are 
uſeleſs, and others dangerous. To be con- 
vinced of this, it is ſufficient to peruſe the 
works of practitioners who have treated of 
ſurgery, and particularly the Treatiſe of Tur- 
ner, who is the beſt writer upon the diſeaſes of 
the ſkin. This author preſcribes a number of 
remedies ; but there is not one, upon which 


we can depend for a radical cure of tetters; 
while it would be extremely dangerous ta 
make uſe of many which he has recommend- 


ed: ſuch are thoſe, which are compounded of 
vitriol, alum, lime, the ſublimate in pow- 
der, mercury, verdigriſe, white precipitate, 


red ipitate, and a number of other in- 


gredients, of which the action was never 
well aſcertained, and always to be ſuſpected.

HE itch is an eruption of little cuta- 
neous puſtules, which may be indiſcri- 
minately ſpread over the whole body, except 
the face; but is more particularly remarkable 
on the wriſts, between the fingers, on the 
arms, hams, and thighs. vie 
The itch is generally divided into two 
kinds: one is called the dry or canine, the 
other the moiſt itch; but theſe two may be 
ſubdivided into four other kinds, which de- 
ſerve the particular attention of a judicious 
practitioner. To follow this ſubdiviſion, in- 
dicated by Mr. Raimond, in his Treatiſe upon 
diſeaſes that are dangerous to cure, we will 
conſider the itch under four different points 
of view; as, critical, ſpontaneous, ſymptomatic, 
and communicated. The firſt is the termina- 
tion of an acute or chronical diſeaſe, when 
the matter is depoſited on the ſurface of the 
body. The ſecond appears of itſelf, and is 
not preceded by any illneſs, but is produced 
by a thickneſs and acrimony of humours con- 
tracted by a groſs unhealthy diet, and a re- 
ſpiration of a moiſt and foul air; it princi- 
pally attacks ſea-faring people. The third is 
an effect or ſymptom of another diſeaſe, as 
* 
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venereal complaints, jaundice, ſcurvy, &c. 
The fourth is acquired by touching and dwell- 
ing with thoſe who have the itch. , 
I faid above, that the different kinds of 
irch, of which I have given a ſhort account, 
may be moiſt or dry. The dry itch is diſtin- 
guiſhed by ſmall and almoſt imperceptible 
pimples, and a very troubleſome itching, 
that obliges the patients to ſcratch, whether 
they will or not. The moiſt, or ed 
itch, is generally marked by more conlider- 
able puſtules, even often greater than are 
thoſe of the ſmall-pox ; theſe puſtules are 
commonly filled with matter, and cauſe leis 
itching than is felt in the dry or canine itch. 
There is yet another ſpecies of the itch, 
which I have often obſerved: this is a 
combination of the moiſt itch and ulcerated

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Few diſeaſes have had more remedies pre- 
ſcribed for them; but Turner's Treatiſe on 
Cutaneous Diſorders preſents us with a mul- 
tiplicity of applications, which are not eaſily 
enumerated, and from which the moſt ſan- 
guine practitioners promiſe a dubious ſuc- 
ceſs. Authors of this claſs muſt have hoped 
to promote the intereſts of mankind. How] 
ever, I ſhall make no apology for affirming, 
that the ſtile and method of theſe writers 
may poſſibly be as prejudicial to young prac- 
titioners, as they are diſagreeable and irkſome 
to their readers. The only two ſpeciſies for 
the itch hitherto recommended, are ſulphur 
and mercury. But I think I may, without 
offending any one, with truth declare, 
that 1 have often ſeen theſe medicines not 
only fail of ſucceſs, but produce the very 
worſt effects in patients attacked with the 
itch, Mercury is known to be a heating 
and ſearching remedy, which ſnould never 


be applied but with the greateſt precaution, 


and therefore ſhould give place to a cooler 
and ſafer treatment. With regard to 2 
my own obſervations have convinced me, 


that it is not liable to all the exceptions which 
le againſt mercury. But not to inſiſt on the 
danger attending it, when not preceded by 
proper preparations, it muſt be allowed, that 
it is neither fo ble nor convenient a 
medicine as one could wiſh. On the other 
hand, what we here recommend has every 
advantage that can intitle it to a preference 
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to the other two; not only its effects are 
certain, but it is ſo inoffenſive, that no excep- 
tion can poſſibly be taken to the uſe of it. 
To theſe conſiderations I muſt beg leave to 
add another, which is ſuggeſted - by the na- 
ture of his majeſty's ' ſervice. It is certain 
that the military hoſpitals will be maintained 
at a leſs expence, if my remedy be ſubſtituted 
in lieu of thoſe which have hitherto been 
mentioned for the cure of the itch. For 
though ſulphur and lard, of which the oint- 
ment for the itch is made, are not very ex- 
penſive ingredients to private families, yet 
the great conſumption of them in the army, 
is an object which merits the attention of the 
miniſtry; eſpecially if it is conſidered, that 
the linen of the ſoldiers does not ſuffer ſo 
much by the uſe of our medicine, which 
will be no inconſiderable ſaving. 

Another advantage that would refult from 
the medicine which we propoſe, is, that the 
eyes would not ſuffer, as they frequently do, 
from the forgetfulneſs of the patients, who 
are too apt to rub them with hands that have 
been beſmeared with ſulphur. What I have 
here ſaid of the effects of my remedy is not 
exaggerated, ſeeing J can alledge in its fa- 
vour more than 2500 caſes, beſides the ad- 
vantageous atteſtation that has been given 
me by Meflieurs Imbert and Fournier. This 
alone would be- a ſufficient recommendation

Take four quarts of forge-water, two quarts of 
good vinegar, and two pounds of litharge of gold: 
boil the whole together down to hve quarts, 


Then let it ſettle, and pour the liquor into bottles 


well corked, for uſe, When I have a mind to 
uſe this liquor, which may be called Saturnine- 


Martial Water, I begin by warming it, and then 
dip the compreſſes and pledgets into it, which 1 


apply to the ulcers as warm as poſſible, 

In regard to the itch, upon Mr, De Chateau- 
villars's communicating to me the contents of a 
letter from Mr. De Caumartin, on the new me- 


thod of curing this diſeaſe, I followed the direc- 


tions, and above thirty ſoldiers of the battalion of 


Saint Lo, and as many more of Fiſher's, have 


been entirely cured. 8 

But to make a farther experiment, I waſhed the 
Jard with the Saturnige-martial water, and then

REMARKS 
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IT appears from the cures performed in 
the above hoſpitals, and thoſe in the military 
one at Montpellier, wherein more than 2000

turn, that this medicine ought to be conſi- 
dered as the true ſpecific for the treatment 
of the itch. In our firſt experiments, we 
mixed it up with lard: but we are ſince 
convinced by a multitude of facts, that a 
mixture of the extract of Saturn with com- 
mon water, and a little brandy, is ſufficient 
to cure the itch.

Our remedy has this advantage in parti- 
cular, over others, that the fine particles, of 
which it is compoſed, are more eaſily intro- 
duced into the ſource of the itchy leaven;

The phyficians and ſurgeons 
who attended them give it great commenda- 
tions. In one of tlieſe hoſpitals alone, it is 
ſaid to have retarded the cure; but not one 
of the Obſervations upbn the occaſion has 
remarked, that this remedy was ſubje& to the 
inconveniencies with which the author of the 
laſt Obſervations charges it.

"A workmen in lead-mines : bot though he 
agrees with the reſt of mankind, in recom- 


mending mercury as a ſpecific in the vene- 
real diſeaſe, he takes no notice of the fatal 
accidents to which the unhappy victims 
condemned to labour in the quickſilver mines 
are daily expoſed. It is nevertheleſs certain, 


however good their conſtitutions may be, that 


they never exceed four years, without being 
ſeized with tremblings and contractions of 


the nerves, involuntary ſpaſms of the muſ- 


cles, habitual and often mortal palſies. 


However, from theſe mines, whoſe effects 


are ſo pernicious to ſuch as work in them, 


is drawn the ſpecific for the venereal diſeaſe. 
Now is it not evident, that the accidents 
which befall the workmen employed in the 
lead and quickſilver mines, are leſs the effects 
of theſe minerals, than of the arſenical and 
heterogeneous particles that are mixed with 
them? 

Whoever would be comvidcal of the ex- 
iſtence of theſe heterogeneous ſubſtances, 
need only take mercury, as it comes out of 
the mine, and then pound it with a wooden 
peſtle in a marble mortar full of water, and 
it will be found, that a brown powder will 
be ſeparated, and fall to the bottom of the:

conveniencies ever reſulting from it, when 
adminiſtered by able hands. I do not exag- 
gerate, when J aſſert, that I never loſt one 
patient, amongſt the many thouſands that 
1 have attended in the Royal Hoſpital and 
at home, by the bad effects of mercury, 
which was undoubtedly owing to the atten- 
tion I gave to the due preparation of it. 
Now, do not the falutary effects produced 
by mercury, nicely ſeparated from all hete- 
rogeneous matter, authoriſe us to ſay, that 
the ſame reſources may be found in the pre- 
parations of lead for other complaints, 7 he 
like care is taken to have it well purified, 
before it is made uſe of? Such a preparation 
is that which follows from an ebullition of 
litharge with vinegar, of which the extract 
of Saturn is the reſult, employed under the 
different forms we give it, and which per- 
forms cuxes every day, which the moſt emi- 
nent of the profeſſion cannot behold without 
aſtoniſnment. RA: 8 141 te hat ONT 
It muſt be obſerved, as an eſſential cir- 
cumſtance, that the ſtrongeſt vinegar is the 
moſt proper to diſſolve the litharge ; on 
which account we ſhall particularly, recom- 
mend that of Rouſſillon and.

It is not leſs important to remark, that 
tze boiling of the litharge with the vinegar 
ought to be continued an hour and a half, 
as have mentioned in my letter to Mr.

However; I have not oretended/1 to aſſert; 
that my medicine would cure'the itch when 
combined - with the venereal diſeaſe, kings 
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evil, or ſcurvy, as the author of the laſt 
Obſervations ſeems to inſinuate. 

No body is ignorant, that theſe diſeaſes 
require a particular method, and appropri- 
ated medicines. There is room to judge, 
that this author is no practitioner, ard that 
he has been betrayed by weak authorities 
into an eſteem of the remedies he propoſes. 
Can he in effect blame the extract of Saturn, 
| becauſe he believed it to be a repeller, while 
he recommends an ointment made of allum 
mixed with hog's lard ? But no body has the 
leaſt doubt of allum being an aſtringent and 
repeller, though perhaps they have doubted 
of the . by which the extract of Sa- 
turn has operated. Would any one now, 
with the author of theſe Obſervations, pro- 
poſe the ointment of Citrinum for the treat- 
ment of the itch? There is nothing, in effect, 
more dangerous than the ſolution of mer- 
cury in aqua fortis, although it be mixed 
with lard, and uſed only in external applica- 
tions. The ſame muſt be ſaid of the preci- 
pitate of mercury, of which every one knows 
the effects. | 

We hope that the author of the Obſer va- 
tions will change his ſentiments upon the 
effects of the extract of Saturn, when he has 
examined without prejudice all that I have 
ſaid, to ſubdue this error, in the courſe of 
this work. 

Laſtly, it is with the extract of Saturn 
as with mercury, and all other excellent re- 

medies; 
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' miedies ies; it muſt be uſed with Judgment, ro 
render it ſerviceable ; - and 1 willin ingly 1 ac- 


knowledge, that a miſapplication of it may 


be attended with danger. But I beg at the 
ſame time, that I may be Fe to have 
recourſe to the authority of the Miniſter, to 
make the efficacy of our remedy appear in 
all the caſes for which 1 recommended it. 

The difference in the time of curing the 
itch, depends upon its quality, duration, 
the number of puſtules, the ſtate of the 
blood, complications, and laſtly, the ſtate of 
the weather.

The inteſtine 
was forced out, notwithſtanding a bandage which 
he wore.

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DURING my ſtay at Genoa, I was ſent for to 
Patrè Cuneo, a religious perſon, and divine to the 
archbiſhop of that city. He had the internal piles, 
which he was obliged to puſh out every time he 
went to ſtool; and it is difficult to expreſs what 
he ſuffered, both when they came out and receded. 
He could never be prevailed upon to ſubmit to 
the operation; however, upon my repreſenting to 
him the neceſſity of it, he ſubmitted to it, and it 
was performed after the ordinary preparations in the 
following manner. „ | 
The piles being forced outwards, I ſeized the 
packet, which was very large, with my hand, and 
cut off above half of them. The reaſon why I did 
not cut them all off, was to obviate the following 
inconveniences : It appears from experience, that 
when the whole packet is cut off by a circular 
ſtroke, the ſcar being contracted, and difficult to 
ſubdue, ſtops up the paſſage through which the ex- 
crements paſs, as I have often had opportunities to 
obſerve. Beſides, one need not be uneaſy. on ac- 
count of the remaining part of the piles, as by 
the flux of blood they die away ; and this favours 
the drefling, as it does the placing a roll made of 
many pieces of lint faſtened together above the 
parts that were cut. The operation finiſhed, the 
patient was dreſſed according to art: two hours 
after, he had ſo great an inclination to go to ſtool, 
that the dreſſings were obliged to be taken off, and 
ſo violent an hemorrhage ſucceeded, that great 
danger might have enſued, had they not ſent for 
me immediately to ſtop it.

A GIRL of a hectic and bilious temperament.

She ſuffered excruciating 
pains for ſome hours, before I was ſent for. My 
firſt care was to examine the part affected, which 
to the eye appeared in its natural ſound ſtate : a 
tenſion or ſtiffneſs, however, might be felt; I aſked 
her to what ſhe could attribute the cauſe of her 
complaint ; but could get no information from her. 
The uneaſy ſituation of the patient did not admit 
of any farther enquiry or deliberation ; and J haſ- 
tened to relieve her by the moſt aſſuaging appli- 
cations.

The bad effects of the anodynes, which had

A SOLDIER of the militia of Aix in garriſon 
at Montelimart, came in the beginning of Auguſt: 
to the hoſpital of this town, at that time under my. 
care. His whole body was almoſt entirely covered 
with large itchy puſtules, but they were chiefly. on 
his:elbows and arms. Theſe puſtules being conti- 
guous and ulcerated, were very diſagreeable to the 
eye, and very troubleſome to the patient. It was 
ſix months ſince the eruption firſt appeared; the 
ointment of ſulphur had been often uſed without 

ſueceſs. Upon this account I was reſolved to 100 
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the vegeto-mineral water, which. Mr. Goulard, a 
ſurgeon in great repute, at Montpellier, had often 


uſed with ſucceſs: on the like occaſion. In conſe- 


quence of this, after the common remedies, I or- 
dered the patient to take an apozem, made of creſſes, 
fumitory, and the vulneraries from Switzerland, for 


ſome days; after which I made uſe of my remedy.

I 
thought it high time to apply a remedy. The diſper- 


ſing and reſolving quality which was well known 


to charaQeriſe the extract of Saturn, and which 
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«was frequently-made uſe of by an eminent ſurgeon, 
induced me to look upon this liquor as the beſt 
adapted to my caſe. I began by uſing it in a cata- 
plaſm, in the ordinary doſe; but being impatient 
to diſperſe a tumour whoſe conſequences I dread- 
ed, 1 thought proper to add conſiderably to the 
uſual quantity.

HFlavuing thus ſettled the principles, we come now 


to the conſequences to be expected from the appli- 
cation of emollient cataplaſms. Ihe parts to which 
they are applied, are relaxed; conſequently, the 
diameter of the lymphatic veſtols is enlarged. What 
muſt be the effect? A greater number of the glo- 
bular particles of blood, impelled continually to- 
wards their opening, will enter; the volume of the 
part affected muſt. then be enlarged, This will 
naturally account for the encreaſed violence of one 
of the ſymptoms of the inflammation; and we 


ſhall preſently ſee that the reſt encreaſe in the ſame 
proportion. The redundant particles: of blood, 
which have forced a paſſage into the inflamed part, 


having the ſame accelerated motion with thoſe 
which had been introduced before the application 
of the emollient cataplaſm, the veſſels of the con- 
junctiva are now to ſuſtain an encreaſed power of 
action, ſince to the preſſure of the fluid they before 
contained, muſt now be added. that of the globular 
particles of blood, which have found an entrance 
in conſequence of their diſtenſion. Now, as in- 
flammation is produced by the encreaſed velocity 
of the blood, and as the ſymptoms attending it 
muſt bear a proportion to this velocity, the preſſute 
of the blood on the part affected cannot be encrea- 
ſed, without adding to the violence of the diſorder: 
therefore the application of emollient cataplaſms, 
which was intended to ſubdue the inflammation, 
muſt neceſſarily encreaſe its violence.

But the increaſed violence of the inflammation 
is not entirely owing'to its enlarged males and 
encreaſed power of action, but ariſes. likewiſe from 
another cauſe, which 1.will. now explain.

Again, experience tisches that the preſſure of 
fuids on the tides of the tubes, is proportioned to 
the force with which they are impelled, and to the 
reſiſtance they meet with in their motion: there- 
iore, as the blood impelled into the veſſels of the con- 
Junctiva, acts with greater force on that which it 
hads there, ſo it preſſes with greater violence on 
the ſides of the tubes that receive it. But as the 
inflammation is proportioned to the impetuoſit 
with which the blood acts on the part affected, all

Next to ſal ammo- 
niac, I have never met with a more powerful dif- 
perſer than a combination of lead and vinegar, 
known by the name of the extract of Saturn. We 
owe this diſcovery to Mr. Goulard, a ſurgeon of 
this city, who enjoys a diſtinguiſhed reputation in 
his profeſſion ; and who propoſes to favour the 
public with an account of the ſurprizing effects of 
this excellent medicine. 'The great and extenſive 
ſucceſs he has met with from this application in the 
treatment of various aliments, cauſes it to be looked 
upon as one of the moſt valuable acquiſitions made 

by modern ſurgery. The medicine itſelf is not 
new ; but the uſe of it is an object fo intereſting 
and important, and yet ſo little known even in our 
ns, .

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grees, and will be cured in about eight, ten, 
twelve, or fifteen days: I ſpeak here of the 
miliary and puſtulous itch. Sometimes indeed 

it falls out, that ſome patients, who have 
been afflicted with it for a long time, are not 
cured quite ſo ſoon, when the itch is in large 
blotches, and covers, as I may ſay, partly 
the whole body. When this is the caſe, 
we make uſe of the vegeto-mineral water, 
13 0008 the addition of either the allum or

When the itch is of the tetter kind, it is 
to be waſhed for ſome days with the vegeto- 
mineral water; then it is to be anointed with 
a pomatum made after the following man- 
ner: 
Take two pounds of hog's lard, four 

ounces of ſulphur, two ounces of allum, 

and two ounces of the extract of Saturn: 
mix them all * 15g thoroughly in a mor- 
tar, and appl m once or twice a day to 
the parts: when the diſorder proves very 
obſtinate, touch them with the pure ex- 
tract. e ö 

I muſt here make a remark, which is much 
to the advantage of the king, that the ſol- 
diers afflicted with this diſorder may make 
uſe of this remedy in their garriſons, and 
even in their tents, without ſpoiling their 
innen, or obſerving any particular regimen.
